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“What I Have That Give I Thee’ 


HIS assertion made by the Apostle Peter to the 
lame man, as recorded in the third chapter of 

The Acts, was the text of a sermon delivered at the 
meeting of the United Bible Societies in Ootaca- 
mund, South India last February by the Rt. Rev. 
C. K. Jacob, Bishop of Central Travancore, Church 
of South India. The preacher made four points. 
The first was Peter’s confidence. Peter had no 
doubts. Christ had forgiven him and made a new 
man of him and had promised him that he, too, could 
impart this power to his fellows. 

_ The second point was the inescapability of the law 
Peter was observing. What one has he gives. He can- 
not help it. Every one of us is giving out all the time. 
If what Ltake in continually is bad, or even if it is 
useless, that is what I give out. There is an awful in- 
evitableness about the matter. 

The third point was the limitations of the law. 
Only what I have can I give. If I do not possess 
myself of something worthy, then I can share nothing 
worthy. I may conceal my poverty for a time, but in 
the day of crisis my emptiness is revealed. 

_ The Bishop’s fourth point was the obligation to 
meet this law’s requirements. ‘“‘In order that I may 
be of some use,” said the preacher, ‘“‘among the 
people for whom I live and work, I must try in every 
possible way, day by day, to deepen my own spiritual 
life.’ Let us put Peter’s words in the mouth of the 
Christian Church—not the Church in general but 
your local church and mine. ‘What I have that give 
I thee,”’ says my church. 

Consider the Ootacamund preacher’s four points 
as they concern the church. Is my local church meet- 
ing the world about it with confidence, that the 
Gospel it offers is equal to the world’s need—however 
great that need is? Is my church aware that if it does 
not confidently offer salvation in Christ, it must offer 
something; for what a church has—even though it 
be indifference and doubt—it will give out. Does my 
church ‘realize that it has only one thing to give— 
the resources of God, and if it fails to give these 
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things, it is useless? Does my church realize that, to 
impart that power which Christ imparted to it, it 
must try continually to replenish its own spiritual 
life. that it may serve its world with power? Well, 
what is your church giving to its world? The answer 
emerges from one single aspect of the church’s life. 
Is it nourishing its soul on the Word of God? Is the 
Bible the center of its life and its message? If the Bible 
is being read and studied by the individual members 
of the church; if it is being used in the family circles 
of the church; if people are being trained in the 
teachings of the Bible and how to use them in 
evangelism and in missions, then the church will 
speak with redeeming power. The Church has the 
Bible to give to a world that is groping for light and 
begging for help. Its first responsibility is to its own 
members, that they may center their lives in the 
Bible. Its next responsibility is to its own community 
or its own nation. Then, like its Master, whose 
horizon embraced the whole world, the Church’s 
call is to serve all nations. 

To supply in their own tongues to all men the 
published word of God is carelessly thought by some 
to be a service exclusively belonging to the Bible 
Societies. This is an error. The Bible Societies are the 
agents of the Churches for making the copies of the 
Word effectively available; but it is the Churches 
that, Bible in hand, say to the world ‘‘What I have 
I give thee.”’ On the one hand, the Churches support 
the Bible Societies, that the books may be unfailingly 
furnished. On the other, they accept the books from 
the Society and give them to the world. Like Peter 
and John by the Gate called Beautiful the Church 
does not deal in money. What it has is the Gospel em- 
bodied in the published Word. This it must give. 
The need was never deeper nor the opportunity 
greater. In these days of economic insecurity, racial 
and national tensions, a widening circle of world en- 
slavement and threatened war, the world needs more 
desperately than ever that which the Church has to 
give—the Bible.

RECENT journey through the Near East on behalf 
A of the United Bible Societies has enabled me to 
follow in the footsteps of St Paul in a way I never 
expected to be able to do. I was, for example, in 
Damascus and Cyprus; I looked down from the air 
on Iconium and the road to Lystra and Derbe, on 
Samothrace and Neapolis; I stood on the spots where 
St. Paul stood in Athens and in Corinth What do 
these places look like today? 

Damascus, as I first saw it from the slopes of the 
Lebanon Mountains, is like a patch of cool and love- 
ly green in the brown and sun-scorched wilderness. 
It is said to be built where seven rivers meet. Cer- 
tainly it has plenty of water, and you need dig down 
only a spade’s depth to find the soil cool and damp 
Yet a mile or so outside the city it is as dry and 
barren as the desert of Arizona, Damascus is said to 
-be ‘‘the oldest city on earth’, and if that 1s really 
true, I suppose this never-failing supply of water is 
the reason why. 

Within an hour of arriving in the city I was walk- 
ing bareheaded along “‘the Street called Straight,” 
a narrow cobbled road that goes right through the 
city from one side to the other. About a third of the 
way along I found some railed-off steps leading 
down to the house in which it is believed that St. 
Paul lived during the days following his dramatic 
experience on the road outside the city gates. The 
house is below ground now; for the street level has 
risen since those days, and the two rooms and tiny 
courtyard that formed the house are now a kind of 
chapel where you can meditate and pray. Ten 
minutes’ walk brought me to the place outside the 
city walls where a tablet indicates the window from 
which St. Paul was let down in a basket to escape 
his foes. 

Coming back inside the walls, I pottered about in 
the narrow streets. I have never been in such a 
labyrinth in my life. Overhead the houses nearly 
touch one another; down below are tiny shops where 
every conceivable thing seems to be on sale. It is 
a place of surprises too. You will find that a battered 
door in a shabby wall from which half the plaster 
has peeled off opens onto a cool and lovely marble- 
paved courtyard where a fountain plays. 

Right in the heart of the dingiest part of all is the 
great Mosque of the Omayyades, once a Christian 
church. The altar has gone, but for some reason the 
baptismal font remains. Tucked away in the alley 
nearby is the Evangelical church, where I preached 
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to a congregation of 200 people; and out in the mai 
street, near the new Parliament Buildings, is th 
attractive little Bible bookshop opened a year or s 
ago. 

My next link with St. Paul’s travels was in Cyprus 
When the church at Antioch decided to send Pau: 
and Barnabas on their first missionary journey, it 
to Cyprus that they went. I found that the port 0 
Salamis, where they landed, is silted up now andi 
hardly more than a second-rate fishing village 
But the long, straight Roman road is still there 
along which we traveled, as St. Paul did, toward: 
Paphos at the other end of the Island, where h 
spoke with such power that Sergius Paulus, th 
Roman governor, accepted Christ. Nearby you Cai 
still see what is known as ‘‘Paul’s Pillar.’ ~ 

After leaving Cyprus St. Paul traveled on foo 
through what is now modern Turkey, and by shi 
from Troas via Samothrace to Neapolis in Europe 
I went by air, and as I looked down on the scatter 
villages to the south of Anatolia, I could see in th 
clear afternoon sun a fair-sized township and a roa 
stretching as straight as an arrow toward the south 
east I found on inquiry that it was Konya (Iconium), 
and the road was almost certainly the one St. Pau 
used when he was forced to move on to Derbe ant 
Lystra. After a few days I was in the air again, thi 
time looking down upon the blue Aegean Sea 
and there below us was the lovely little Island 
Samothrace gleaming in the sun, while out of t 
window on the other side of the plane I could s 
Neapolis, the place where St. Paul first set foot 
European soil. 

Ata later stage St. Paul reached Athens. I wond 
if he also gasped with admiration at the beauty of 
the Parthenon standing up on the mighty Acropolis 
rock. Although it has been a ruin for centuries, it 
is even now one of the most perfect and lovely things 
ever made by man. A few hundred yards from the 
Acropolis, and rather overshadowed by it, is Mars 
Hill, where St. Paul addressed the Athenian philoso- 
phers. Halfway up the little hill is a natural plat 
form where a man might speak with a wall of rock 
behind him. This is supposed to be the place where 
St. Paul stood; and the words of his address, as 
recorded in The Acts, are carved in Greek on a great 
bronze slab that has been set into the living rock. 

The next day I went by bus from Athens te 
Corinth along the road that St. Paul almost certainly 
used. It was a glorious ride along the side of the in- 
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credibly blue bay, first of all to New Corinth, a 
‘straggling, unlovely place, and then to Old Corinth, 
nestling under its fortress-erowned hill and facing 
down the Gulf. There has been such good excava- 
tion work that you can now walk along the marble- 
paved streets where St. Paul walked. You can see 
the stone finger-post pointing to the “Synagogue of 
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the Hebrews,” where he preached. And you can 
stand in the “‘Bema”’ or place of judgment where he 
stood, when Gallio—the governor—dismissed the 
charge brought against him. 

These are only a few of the places associated with 
his name, but they sufficed to send me back to my 
New Testament with excitement and gratitude. 


Grateful Germans 


1" Is quite impossible to measure what the Ameri- 
can Bible Society has done since the end of the war 
for the supplying of Scriptures to Germany. It has 
included the publishing. of hundreds of thousands of 
German Bibles and Testaments in this country; the 
furnishing of machinery and supplies, costing hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars, for the rehabilitation of 
‘publishing processes in Germany; the guidance of the 
German Bible Societies in forming what is now called 
the Union of Evangelical Bible Societies in Germany; 
and many other services too numerous to mention. 

The Society’s files are full of letters of gratitude 
which we wish might be shared with the thousands 
of friends of the Society who have made this exten- 
sive service possible. We quote here from one such 
letter that came early in the summer: 


**T feel e@nstrained to write and tell you how the Scripture 
portions and Testaments have helped us in our work. 


“The grandest opportunity of preaching the Word here in 
Germany is to be found in the open air. In all our big cities it is 
not difficult to draw a crowd of people who are willing to stand 
for an hour, and often longer, to listen to the old hymns and a 
Gospel message. Often we ask those who are impressed to raise 
their hands, and then give them a Testament, sometimes one, 
sometimes two. In Mannheim in the autumn of last year we had 
a moving of God’s Spirit, when a number of new people were 
brought to the Lord. In one open-air meeting almost fifty people 
raised their hands requesting a Testament. They wanted to know 
more of the Christ they had heard proclaimed. 


“In. visiting the people from door to door, in talking with 
refugees or those in the public houses and restaurants, our 
workers are often asked for a Testament or a Gospel; and what a 
joy it is to be able to give people the bread of life! 


“Children’s meetings have always been a great joy; and as a 
special reward for the learning of Scripture the older children are 
occasionally given a New Testament. Some of our boys and girls 
have been a special joy to us. A little girl from Wiesbaden 
brought her mother and father to the meetings, and they both 
found the Saviour. Two of our girlies who over twelve months 
ago were sent to Holland for a holiday so impressed their land- 
lady in their devotions and Bible readings, which they held so 
regularly each morning, that she returned to God. She had been 
“a backslider for some years. Later she wrote asking the mother 
to bring the whole family to Holland for a holiday, and stated in 
her letter, “I owe it to you.” I could go on relating incidents of 
God’s goodness, but I will close with one from last Saturday. I was 
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in Wiesbaden conducting a meeting for American service men 
run under the auspices of “Youth for Christ.’ At the end of the 
meeting a G.I. came forward and asked me to pray with him, 
and so we knelt at the altar. He had lost his faith but wanted to 
start again. As I opened my eyes at the end of our praying a Col- 
ored American soldier was kneeling with us. I asked him why he 
knelt there, and he opened his big eyes and said so sincerely, “A 
month ago I found Christ and I wanted to help my brother to 
find Him also.” I asked him to come to our meeting on Sunday 
evening and testify, which he willingly did and was a great bless- 
ing to all who were present. 

“So, you see, I have reason enough to thank your Society for 
the means of giving people the printed ‘Word.’”

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My Visit to Hawaii 


The ‘Secretary of the Pacific District recounts the opportunities and blessings, and sounds the challenge he founds 
in a recent trip to the Islands where he once served as a pastor

Awaltt, located 2,100 miles west of San Francisco, 
H is, as Joaquin Miller long ago said, “... not a 
eroup, but a string of islands—a string of pearls, 
if you please, a string of rare and precious pearls 
in the sapphire center of the great American sea.” 
After .a night’s flight from the mainland one steps 
into one of the most romantic and picturesque spots 
on earth—the exotic “‘para- 
eise of i thes Pacific.-.In 
this enchanting land of 
natural beauty the charm 
of old Hawaii still shines 
through. The warmth of 
her aloha still pervades her 
hospitality. Yet this human 
melting pot, with its racial 
infusion, has almost dis- 
solved national customs 
and languages, until today 
the English tongue is fast 
becoming the language of 
Hawaii's population of ap- 
proximately 470,000. 

When Christian mission- 
aries came to the Islands 
132 years ago, it is estimat- 
ed that they found 400,000 
Hawaiian-speaking people. 
They were of the Polynesian family. As a race the 
Hawaiians are as naturally religious as they are 
musical. As such they readily accepted the Christian 
message. ‘he early Congregational missionaries 
were very evangelistic and eager to tell the story of 
God’s redemptive love through Christ. They hastened 
to learn the Hawaiian language and reduced it to a 
written form, started schools, translated the Scrip- 
tures; and by the end of 1839, the entire Bible had 
been translated into the Hawaiian language and 
published by the American Bible Society. When 
these Scripture volumes were distributed, Bible 
reading became the most popular thing of the day. 
The natives responded to the Gospel message, and in 
a two-year period ending with 1839, ten thousand 
new converts were added to the Hawaiian Church. 

Secular history, too, was running fast in these early 
days, and the political conquest for the supremacy 
of Hawaii was acute. Alternately the French and 
British flags flew over the king’s palace in Honolulu 
while he and his government sought exile on another 
Island. Russian ships were occasional callers. To 
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Secretary Bayless (right) presents a Bible to the Honorable 
Oren E. Long, Governor of Hawaii 
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settle the issue Great Britain, France, and the Unitedy 
States granted formal recognition of Hawaiia 
independence. In recognition of this historic event 
nobles, commoners and missionaries assembled 1 
Honolulu’s largest Hawaiian church for a public 


Kamehameha III spoke with great emotion a 
reverent gratitude for God’ 
ruling hand in their af 
fairs, and declared: “Uat 
mauke ea o ka aina 1 ka 
pono (the life of the land i 
preserved in righteous 
ness).”> For more than ag 
century this noblé state 
ment has remained upon 
the Hawaiian Government 
seal. 

Early in the present} 
year, I went to Hawaii for 
a five weeks’ speaking 
schedule. The program was 
set up by the Honolulut 
Council of Churches, and 
the plans for my visit weret 
carried out by local min- 
isterial groups on each 
Island. ‘This schedule car- 
ried me to every inhabited Island for engagements inf 
churches, public schools, theaters, military chapels, 
plantation camps and to many other groups. The 
purpose of the trip was to speak in as many churches§ 
as possible and to confer with Christian leaders con- 
cerning the indispensable place of the Bible in thet 
missionary program of the Territory, and to devise ! 
plans for a wider distribution and use of the Scrip-+ 
tures. To this end more than two hundred ministers 
and church leaders attended four conferences center- 
ing in the theme ‘‘The Bible and Bibleless Ameri-} 
cans.” . 

All denominations cooperated in meetings held in} 
the buildings of Seventh Day Adventists, Baptists, | 
the Salvation Army, Congregationalists, Disciples } 
of Christ, Episcopalians, Methodists, Lutherans, and | 
in meetings under the auspices of the Baptist Junior > 
College, Youth for Christ and two civilian Air 
Corps high-school units. 

The human potentiality for growth in Christ’s 
Kingdom in Hawaii at the present time is enormous. 
There are more religious leaders now working in the 
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Islands than ever before. Many are well prepared 
and faithfully proclaim the “good news” of the 
Gospel. Where this is true, abundant evidence of 
spiritual growth is found.~ 

It was equally inspiring to talk far into the night 
with a sugar-plantation native pastor and catch the 
glow of his missionary spirit. His ministry is a daily 
benediction to hundreds. So, too, the Caucasian 
pastor as together we faced his young adult, largely 
Japanese, congregation of more than 400 persons, 
when he said: ‘“‘We have a thousand scholars in 
our three Bible schools. You have at least a hun- 
dred Sunday-school teachers in your audience this 
morning.” Never did a speaker have a more attentive 
or appreciative audience than was present for that 
hour of worship. 

Thirty thousand Protestant church-members_ in 
Hawaii are not enough when one half of the total 
population-is unchurched. The Gospel message is 
just as effective now as when the first missionarics 
arrived. Some denominational leaders, pastors, 
educational and governmental representatives are 
greatly concerned that Hawaii’s spiritual strength 
shall parallel her mighty bastion of physical power. 
All with whom I talked reflected the conviction that 
the Bible is the fountainhead for spiritual life and 
must be the driving center of spiritual advance. 

I was invited to preach and show the Society’s 
‘motion pictures in Hawaii’s famous leper colony 
on the Island of Molokai. Unforgettable is the 
afternoon and evening spent on Kalaupapa, the 
four-square-mile area of land jutting out into the 
ocean at the foot of the mountainous cliffs on the 
Island of*Molokai. The only approach to this Island 
is by airplane. As Reverend Mrs. Alice Kahokua- 
luna, the local pastor, calmly turned back the pages 
of history, we realized we were on the very spot where 
untold hundreds of Hawaiians, afflicted with the 
dread disease, were exiled by the Hawaiian law of 
segregation to this bleak, barren, rocky land for a 
span of mere existence—and then death. As we 
walked farther, we saw an old church, small and 


fered the prayer. With eyes closed the upturned dis- 
figured faces and hands of the audience were more 
vivid than ever. Emotion had to be controlled as we 
lifted our hearts to God in prayer. At the end of the 
spoken “Amen,” the choir in the Hawaiian lan- 
guage lifted us into the very heart of God by singing 
without accompaniment— 


“Guide me, O Thou great Jehovah, pilgrim 
through this barren land; 

I am weak, but Thou art mighty, hold me with 
Thy powerful hand, 

Bread of Heaven, Bread of Heaven, feed me till I 
want no more.”

The outstanding hour of memory for me was the 
Sunday morning when I preached in my former 
parish, Lihue Union Church on the Island of Kauai, 
and dedicated a beautiful pulpit Bible in memory of 
my wife, Pearl Loretta Bayless. It was here that we 
served twenty-seven years ago. As pipe orgamst and 
musical director, Mrs. Bayless’ ministry of music and 
Christian love has never been forgotten. Friends from 
all races came with their aloha and affection, and to- 
gether we recited the act of dedication. 

My Hawaii visit came to a fitting climax in a mo- 
ment of fellowship with my former parishioner and 
old friend, the Honorable Oren E. Long, Governor 
of Hawaii. The ardor of his personal welcome was 
not a whit cooled by his official position. I used the 
occasion for a presentation of a copy of the New 
Testament bound in red morocco. His appreciation 
was overflowing. Dr. Long is an active member of 
the First Christian Church in Honolulu. In response 
to my request, he wrote the following concerning 
the Bible: 

“Tf we were to point to any one factor which, more 
than any other, has determined the course of . 
Western civilization, the Bible would, I am certain, 
be that factor. It is not by chance that this civiliza- 


plain but recently restored. Its high belfry thrust up- 
ward into a slender spire—‘‘a spire that must have 
‘pierced the very heart of God, rising heavenward as 
if raised by the suffering hands and despairing hearts 
of an exiled people yet remembering Zion.” A 
bronze tabiet records the fact that the lepers organ-

At 6:30 in the evening the auditorium of a newer 
and larger church was filled with patients, some of 
whom were blind, others on crutches, and nearly 
all showing the ravages of leprosy in their hands, 
faces and bodies. The choir, composed of patients 
“only, located in the center of the auditorium, led 
the worship period in hymns of praise in both Ha- 
‘waiian and English. I read the Scriptures and of- 


tion has always been referred to as a Christian 
civilization. 

“Tt is not sufficient, however, for our nation to be 
Christian only in its ideals. The real strength of the 
Bible as a guide can be evident only when vast 
numbers of people accept its teachings and principles 
and put them into actual practice. That is the chal- 
lenge to our national leaders and to all our people.” 
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The work in Hawaii is one part of that administered by the 
Pacific District which cares for distribution also in California, 
Washington, Oregon and Alaska. To carry on the program for 
1951, there were, beside the paid staff of six workers at the San 
Francisco office, 86 correspondents and voluntary workers who 
distributed a total of 850,379 volumes of Scripture in 67 different 


languages. 
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The Hazards of Colportage 


The Society’s Secretary in Mexico here presents experiences of some of the 35 Colporteurs who valiantly carrte 
the Book and its Message far and wide, and often among hostile men and savage beasts

N MEXICO ignorance, superstition, prejudice and 
I fanaticism are intimately connected and con- 
stantly encountered as hindrances to the more rapid 
progress of colportage and to the acceptance of the 
Word of God on the part of the people who are vic- 
tims of those conditions. But those very conditions 
and situations are the reason for the spreading of the 
Holy Scriptures, so that the people may know the 
truth, and the truth shall make them free from the 
bondage of sin in all its cruel manifestations. A few 
illustrations will throw light on this situation. 


A Book That Opens Doors 


A devotee of “Black Magic,”? who had just pur- 
chased a copy of that poisonous and deceitful book, 
heard Colporteur Faustino Arcia of the State of 
‘Tabasco as he was showing to a 
group of people on the street a 
copy of the Bible and explaining 
about the power of its teachings 
to change the lives of those who 
read and obey them. In a sar- 
castic manner this man asked 
the colporteur: ‘‘Does the book 
which you are selling teach how 
to open locks, as this one (‘“The 
Black Magic” he held up in his 
hand) does? If it tells how to 
open doors, I will buy it from 
you.” The colporteur answered 
him, ‘“That book you have may 
open to you the doors into a 
treacherous and ruinous life 
that leads to hell; but this Book 
I am offering you will open to 
you the door into an honest and 
‘constructive life in this world 
and into an eternal life in 
heaven, through faith in Jesus 
Christ our Saviour, as taught 
in its pages.” The sarcastic in- 
quirer was interested and pur- 
chased a copy of the Bible. May the Spirit of God 
and the redeeming power of His Word open the 
door of eternal salvation to this wondering soul. 


“Sin is What I Enjoy Most” 


A freethinker argued with the same colporteur at 
another time and place, criticizing all religious 
faiths—the various Protestant denominations and 
also the Roman Catholic Church. Then he added: 
“What I do not like about you evangelicals is that 
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This priest of the Seri tribe in the State of 
Sonora, Mexico is the type of leader whose 
turning to Christ is sought by the colporteur

you condemn sin; sin is what I enjoy most.” The col 
porteur called this young man’s attention to the fol 
lowing verse, which he read to him from the Bible: 
“Rejoice, O young man, in thy youth; and let th 
heart cheer thee in the days of thy youth, and wa 
in the ways of thine heart, and in the sight of thine 
eyes: but know thou, that for all these things God 
will bring thee into judgment” (Ecc. 11:9). The 
young man suddenly changed his attitude and said: 
“‘Say, that is something serious to think about!’ The 
colporteur then quoted for him these other words 
from the Scriptures: ““The soul that sinneth, it shall 
die’ (Ez. 18:4). The young man was then ad- 
monished and invited by the colporteur to quit the 
easy life of sinning, to repent and to accept by faith 
the Lord Jesus Christ as his personal Saviour, as He 
is revealed in the Gospel. Im- 
mediately the young man: pur- 
chased a Bible and went home 
rejoicing. 


‘Pardon these Fellows, dear 
Brother” 

As colporteur Evaristo Lédpez! 
got off a bus in a small village, , 
and as he made the effort to 
put his case of books on _ his 
shoulder, the case split open 
and all his books were scattered. 
Immediately several men sur- 
rounded him, and one of them 
said to the others: ‘This is our 
opportunity to get something 
out of this fellow.” They then 
asked the colporteur: “‘Are these 
Communist books??? The col- 
porteur replied in the negative} 
and went on to explain what} 
they were—the Holy Scrip- 
tures, the Word of God, which | 
tells us about Our Lord Jesus| 
Christ. Then they compelled! 
him to go along with them, saying that the next 
morning they would take him to the city of Puebla 
to present him to their authorities. He was then 
taken to the house of one of these men to spend 
the night. He was given a sack on which to sleep. 
At five o’clock next morning the group of men took 
him by bus to Puebla. By ten he was in the office 
of the State Agrarian League, accused of propagat- 
ing ‘Communist literature.” The chief of the office 
asked the colporteur to open his case. When he saw 
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the Bibles, Testaments and Scripture portions he 
laughed, and exclaimed, ‘“‘Pardon these fellows, dear 
Pec they do not know what they are date ee 
And ten he added, “By. the way,I was in need of a 
Bible; please sell me one.”’ Then one of the employees 
in the office asked the chief, “Is this the book you 
have been telling me about?” “‘Yes,” answered the 
chief, and the Ermlgune also bought a copy. While 
the colporteur and. the employees were talking, the 
group of fanatics who had kidnaped him disappeared. 


A “Daughter of Mary” Objects 


A woman rejected the Bible offered her at the door 
of her house by Colporteur David Marines in Mon- 
terrey, State of Nuevo Ledn, asking him to leave at 
once.

made his call there were two ladies visiting with this 
“Daughter of Mary.” One of them evidently did pay 
attention to the colporteur’s brief references to the 
life of Jesus Christ and His mission of redemption for 
lost sinners. She asked the colporteur if it was true 
that the Virgin Mary had had other sons. ‘The col- 
porteur read the passages of the Scriptures in that 
‘connection. The fanatic ‘‘Daughter of Mary”? was 
‘terribly upset and said that “‘that was absurd, because 
the Virgin Mary never had other sons besides our 
Lord Jesus Christ; that she was virgin before and 
after the birth of Jesus.” She opposed angrily all 
that the colporteur read to explain the matter. 
| Finally the lady visitor asked the colporteur to come 
to her house. On the following day he went to her 
home, explained to her more about the way of salva- 
‘tion through faith in Christ. She bought a Bible, and 
the colporteur gave her the addresses of several of the 
local evangelical churches. She promised that she 
would ask her husband to take her to the nearest one. 


“She Would Start the Fire with the Bible 


A very fanatical woman told the colporteur in pub- 
lic that, since she was a Roman Catholic, his books 
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would do her no good; what she would do with them’ 
would be to use them to start her fire in the kitchen. 

The colporteur replied by saying that what she 
had just said was correct for one reason, and he went 
on to use the illustration of a very recent incident 
he had witnessed in his work of selling the Scriptures. 

A man purchased a little copy of one of the Gospels. 

The man had with him his little child, who began to 

cry, begging the father to give him the little book, 

which he finally did. Soon the child tore the little 

book. Was there any reason for that child tearing the 

book? Of course there was—ignorance! You dare to 

burn this Holy Book, because, like the child, you do 

not know its value. She turned away and left. 


September 1952 and the Bible 


Be September is out the Bible will have been 
brought to the notice of the American people 
more extensively than ever before in this generation. 
On September 30 a stamp will be issued by the 
Government in honor of the 500th anniversary of the 
appearance of the first book ever printed by movable 
metallic type. The invention was perfected by Johan- 
nes Gutenberg in Germany, and the first book of any 
consequence he produced was the Bible. On this 
same day will appear a new revision of the English 
Bible, to be called the Revised Standard Version. 
It is the first revision of the English Bible to appear 
in fifty-one years, and is the result of fifteen years of 
work by a group of scholars representing American 
Protestantism. These events will be signalized by 
more than 2,500 community gatherings held through- 


out the country to honor the place of the Bible in the 


life of our nation and of the world, all of which is 
cause for sincere rejoicing. 

Although the American Bible Society has had no 
part in the preparation of the new English revision to 
appear this month, it is significant to note that the 
demand to present the Bible in current speech is 
today worldwide. ‘The Translation Department of the 
American Bible Society is at present working with 
missionaries and Biblical scholars on revisions in the 
Spanish, Portuguese and Japanese Bibles, and the 
Scriptures of many lesser, tribal tongues. 

We take printing for granted here in America. But 
most people in the world, like all the people in 
Gutenberg’s day, know nothing about printing. If 
they are to have Bibles, their copies must be sup- 
plied by those nations with industrial economies. 

This fact brings to sharp focus exactly what the 
American Bible Society is called to do: to supply the 
printed Scriptures in the languages the people re- 
quire, and at such prices as people can pay, to every 
man in the world, no matter what his race, nation or 
economic status.

HE BIBLE is the center of the greatest literary 

activity in Japan today. It is not only being pub- 
lished and distributed by the hundreds of thousands 
of copies, but it is also undergoing a complete re- 
vision, so that the people can read it in the colloquial

available only in the classical form of the language,

“Since the end of World War II the circulation is 
3,000,000 and more copies in Japan alone; and this 
places the Japanese Bible as second in this class in 
world circulation. It seems the Bible should be 
called ‘The greatest best seller.’ ”’
